—The House agreed unanimously 
today to a joint meeting with the 
Senate Thursday to hear Gen.

The Senate, in recess today, 
was expected to act tomorrow to 
complete the arrangements for 
the formal speech by the ousted 
Pacific and Korean war com- 
mander, now in Honolulu on his 
way back from Tokyo. 

The White House, meantime, 
said MacArthur is welcome to call 
on President Truman while here it 
he asks for an appointment, Presi- 
dential Secretary Joseph Short 
made this clear at a press confer- 
ence. He said the President’s 
Army Aide, Maj. Gen. Harry H. 
Vaughan, will represent Truman 
at the airport when MacArthur 
arrives. 


Truman Won’t Be on Hand. 


This meant. that Truman him- 
self would not be on hand for 
the military welcome to the five- 
star general. Vaughan once served 
under MacArthur in Australia. 

Speaker Sam Rayburn (Dem.), 
Texas, told reporters earlier after 
a White House, visit that Demo- 
cratic leaders had assured Tru- 
man “we are going to extend 
every courtesy to Gen. pene: 
thur.” 

MacArthur informed the Senate 
Armed Sexvices Committee today 
he would be available to appear 
before it at any time after he has 
addressed Congress. 

Chairman Russell (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, sent the five-star General an 
invitation last week to give his 
views on what should be military 
policy in the Far East. 

Meanwhile Senate Republicans 
agreed unanimously at a party 
conference today that there 
should be a “full and complete” 
investigation of American foreign 
and military policy as a result of 
the dismissal of Gen. MacArthur. 

Impeachment Issue Raised. 


Senator Millikin of Colorado, 
who presided at the conference, 
said several Senators raised the 
“question of impeachment” of 
Truman, but it was the consensus 
that “final conclusions” should 
await the outcome of the pro- 
posed anquiry. 

He @id not identify the Sena- 
tors talking of impeachment. 


Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, said that after Congress 
hears from MacArthur it ought 
to set up a Senate-House commit- 
tee to investigate Far Eastern 
policies. Ferguson suggested a 
“Pearl Harbor” type of inquiry, 
referring to the Senate-House 
committee -that Vice President 
Barkley once headed to study the 
Hawaiian island disaster which 
plunged this country into World 
War II.

ALLIES CAPTURE 
TOWN NINE MILES 
INSIDE RED KOREA 


Sabers and MIGs Clash 
Twice—3 Red Jets Hit 
— Yanks, Turks Make 
Biggest Gains.

TOKYO, April 16 (AP)—Allied 
troops smashed into Yachon nine 
miles deep in Red Korea today 
and hammered out luited gains 
along the rest of the 150-mile 
North Korean battle line. 

Communist resistance ranged 
from light to bitter. 

Yachon is three miles northeast 
of Yanggu, the Red supply base 
captured Sunday on the east- 
central front. 


Farther east, South Korean 
troops occupied a high ridge 
north of Inje. 


Sabers and MIGs Clash. 

In the air war, F-86 Saber jets 
twice tangled with Russian-type 
MIG-15s. In the first air battle 
16 F-86s mixed with 30 MIGs. 
American pilots reported two 
MIGs damaged and one probably 
destroyed. Later in the after- 
noon 18 Saber jets clashed with 
more than 15 MIGs and chased 
them back across the Yalu river. 
The Communist planes escaped 
damage. 

The Saber jets were also out on 
a strategic mission Monday. They 
dive-bombed an important sup- 
ply bridge across the Yalu river 
at Uiju, upstream from Sinuiju. 
Two direct hits with 500-pound 
bombs were reported. 

American and Turkish soldiers 
made the day’s best gains on the 
ground as the United Nations 
maintained the initiative across 
the Korean peninsula. 

Tanks Breach Defenses. 
Allied infantry and tanks were 
firmly entrenched in Yanggu 
while another U.N. force held the 
high ground northeast of Yanggu, 
seven miles inside Red Korea on 
the eastern tip of the huge Hwa- 
chon reservoir. Tanks lumbered 
into Yanggu Sunday afternoon 
after breaching strong Chinese 
and North Korean defenses. 

On the west-central front U.N. 
troops now have full control of 
the south bank of the Hwachon 
reservoir. 

Correspondent Robert Eunson 
said the Reds were using smudge 
pots and building brush fires to 
smoke up the countryside and 
hide their ground movements 
from the eyes of Allied airmen. 
Allied troops captured a large 
supply dump east of Yongchon 
Sunday. The Reds put up a bit- 
ter one-hour fight before drawing 
back.

Burton James appealed from a 
one-month jail sentence and a 
$250 fine given him for refusing 
to answer questions asked by the 
Washington state Fact - Finding 
Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities. 

The Supreme Court, however, 
rejected his appeal although ear- 
lier this term it ruled that wit- 
nesses before federal grand juries 
and administrative bodies may re- 
fuse to answer questions dealing 
with Communist activities on the 
ground of possible self-incrimina- 


tion. 
No Reason Given. 

The court’s refusal to accept 
James’s appeal gave no 
but noted that Justices Black, 
Reed and Douglas favored review- 
ing the case. That left Chief 
Justice Vinson and Justices 
Frankfurter, Jackson, Burton, 
Clark and Minton agreeing to let 
the conviction stand. 

James based his appeal on both 
the constitutional guarantee 
against self-incrimination and a 
provision which says no state may 
abridge the privileges and immu- 
nities of citizens of the United 
States. 

Washington state opposed a Su- 
preme Court review of the case, 
citing an opinion of the Washing- 
ton State Supreme Court that an 
answer to the questions asked 
James could not have incrimi-

JEFFERSON CITY, April 16— 


Public utilities and labor groups 
were urged today by State Sena- 
tor Michael Kinney of St. Louis 
to work out an agreement on new 
legislation to protect the public 
against work stoppages in utilities 
and disruption of vital services. 
; Kinney declared in a statement 
that the King-Thompson utility 
no-strike law, which Attorney 
General J. E. Taylor has held in 
an opinion to be unconstitutional, 
should not be repealed by the 
Legislature until serious consid- 
eration has been given to pending 
legislation to replace that act with 
a new law to prevent interruption 
of services as a result of labor 
disputes. 

A bill for outright repeal of the 
King-Thompson law as demanded 
by organized labor is scheduled 
for House consideration this week. 

Another Bill. 

Also pending in the House is a 
bill by Representative Wallace 
Cooper of Warrensburg to replace 
the King-Thompson law with new 
legislation preventing interrup- 
tion through labor disputes of es- 
. sential utility services. 

It would remove the prohibition 
against the right of utility work- 
ers to strike, but retain a provi- 
sion under which the state could 
seize and operate a utility. 

Attorney General Taylor's opin- 
fon that the King-Thompson act 
dis invalid was based on the re- 
cent decision of the United States 
Supreme Court holding the simi- 
lar Wisconsin utility no-strike un- 
constitutional. 

Kinney declared that the final 
decision on the validity of the 
King-Thompson law rests with the 
courts, and that the Legislature 
should not hastily repeal the law. 

No Protection, He Says. 

If the present law is repealed, 
he said, the public would have 
no protection against a work 
stoppage caused by either labor 
or the utility management. 

The Legislature would be ‘‘der- 
elict in its duty to the people”’ if 
it should repeal the King-Thomp- 
son law and “leave the field 
wide open for the exploitation of 
the people, either by utilities or 
labor,” Kinney said. 

“It seems to me that before 
the Legislature rushes headlong 
into repealing this law, that the 
leadership of the majority and 
the minority should make a ser- 
fous effort to reach an agreement 
with labor and management on 
some form of legislation that 
would remove any possible legal 
objection to the KMg-Thompson 
law and afford ample protection 
to the public in assuring uninter- 
rupted utility service. 

“The people should not be left 
helpless in a matter of such vital 
concern to them. They should 
seek redress from their Legisla- 
tors. 

“The Assembly is now in ses- 
sion, yet there seems to have 
been no effort made to reach an 
agreement on this essential legis- 
lation. Each side appears to 
fear the other will get an advan- 
tage.” 
Cooper Bill. 

The Cooper bill to create a new 
utility labor-management law is 
pending before the House Labor 
Committee. The proposal would 
set up machinery for voluntary 
mediation of any dispute threat- 
ening to disrupt service. 

If either or both parties refused 
‘to mediate, the Governor would 
be empowered to appoint an 
emergency board to make an in- 
vestigation of the dispute and sub- 
mit recommendations for its set- 
tlement. 

The recommendations would 
not be binding on their side, but 
if a strike occurred the Governor 
could seize and operate the util- 
ity. Striking employes would not 
be required to work without their 
consent, but the Governor could 
hire other employes to take their 
places. 

There would be no penalty 
against those refusing to work, 
but any person attempting to in- 
terfere with state operation of the 
plant would be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor.

the Senatorial Redistricting Com- 
mission today by the Governmen- 
tal Research Institute. 


The analysis was presented at 
a commission hearing by Estal E. 
Sparlin, assistant director of the 
institute, a privately ‘supported 
fact-finding agency. The commis- 
sion is charged with redistricting 
the state on the basis of the 1950 
census, under a provision of the 
Missouri Constitution. 

St. Louis county, with a 1950 
population of 406,349, has one 
senator for each 203,175 of pop- 
ulation. This is 74.7 per cent more 
than 116,313, a quotient equal to 
the average size of all districts, 
arrived at by dividing the state’s 
population by the number of sen- 
ators—34. 

St. Louis Representation. 

Allotment of three senators to 
the county would give it one fer 
each 135,450 of population, still 
16.5 per cent above the quotient. 
Four-senator representation would 
provide one for each 101,587 of 
population, which would be 12.7 
per cent below the quotient. 


County Counselor John J. Mc- 
Atee of St. Louis county, also ap- 
pearing before the commission, 
argued for four Senators, point- 
ing out that the county’s popula- 
tion had risen nearly 12,000 since 
the census a year ago and that by 
1955 it would have an estimated 
503,872 population. 

St. Louis, as shown in one of 
the tabulations compiled by the 
institute, with its seven senators 
has one for each 122,399 persons, 
which is 5.2 per cent above the 
quotient; Jackson county has four 
senators—one for each 135,259 
population, 16.3 per cent above 
the quotient, and non-urban coun- 
ties have 21 senators, or one for 
each 102,403 population, 12 per 
cent under the quotient. 

The institute tabulation listing 
four senators for St. Louis county 
also provided an additional one 
for Jackson county. It left the St. 
Louis representation unchanged 
and reduced the number of non- 
urban senators to 18. This ar- 
rangement would give non-urban 
Missouri a representation of one 
senator for each 119,471 of pop- 
ulation, which would be 2.7 per 
cent above the 116,313 quotient. 

Provision of Constitution. 


Observers at Jefferson City be- 
lieve the 10-man_ reutistricting 
commission, with an entirely ru- 
ral membership, is almost certain 
not to cut the rural representa- 
tion to 18, but it must give St. 
Louis county at least one more 
senator, for under the Constitu- 
tion no district can vary in popula- 
tion more than 25 per cent from 
the quotient. This means that no 
district can have less than 87,235 
or more than 145,391 population. 

Commission members at their 
last meeting discussed cutting St. 
Louis’s representation to six in 
order to increase the St. Louis 
county delegation and avoid re- 
ducing the out-state delegation. 


TELEPHONE UNION 


REJECTS OFFER 
FOR WAGE RISES 


Proposal Called Unac- 
ceptable in Present 
Form — CWA to Sub- 
mit Revised Figures. 


Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co.’s offer of a general wage in- 
crease to its 50,000 employes was 
rejected today by the telephone 
workers union as “unacceptable 
in its present form.” 

The wage offer was made 
Thursday at a meeting between 
officers of the company and the 
CIO Communications Workers of 


America. The company said its 
proposal would mean increases of 
$3 to $6 a week for its employes 
and would add $12,500,000 to its 
annual payroll. 

Frank P, Lonergan, vice presi- 
dent of the union, said union of- 
ficers had given thorough study 
to the wage proposal “with par- 
titcular attention as to how many 
would get $3 and how many 
would get $6” and had concluded 
that as it now stands the wage 
offer could not be accepted. 

He said union officers would 
submit proposed revisions of the 
wage plan at a meeting with com- 
pany officers today. 

“Another objection to the wage 
proposal,” Lonergan said, “is that 
it is tied in with 11 other pro- 
posals by the company for con- 
tract changes we could not ac- 
cept even if the wage scale offer 
was twice as much as it is.” 

The company has asked the 
union to include in the contract 
pledges to engage in no slow- 
downs, work stoppages or strikes, 
a pledge that its members will 
cross picket lines and other 
clauses which, Lonergan § said, 
would deprive the union of its 
voice in the transfer and promo- 
tion of employes. Lonergan said 
the union would not accept such 
proposals.

Improvement Committee 
Head Urges Approval 
in Appreciation of Edu- 
cation’s Vital Role.

Citizens of St. Louis can show 
their appreciation of the fact that 
a good educational system is vital 
to our democratic way of life by 
approving the $17,230,000 school 
bond issue and $1.01 tax levy at 
the May 1 election, William 
Charles, chairman of the Citizens’ 
School Improvement Committee, 
said today. 

Charles, announcing his group 
had indorsed the proposals, urged 
voters to provide the necessary 
funds in order to improve and 
expand the St. Louis public 
school system. 

Albanese Indorsement. 

Charles E. Albanese, recently 
re-elected president of the Board 
of Aldermen, indorsed the tax and 
bond issue proposals today. 

“I realize there is a shortage of 
schools and that schools are over- 
crowded,” he said. “I also real- 
ize these proposals will mean 
more taxes and that property 
owners will have to pay most of 
them. But we just can’t curtail 
the schooling of our children. We 
must have more schools.” 

The school improvement com- 
mittee, now organized on a per- 
manent basis, grew out of the old 
Citizens’ Advisory Committee, also 
headed by Charles. The advisory 
committee made plain the need 
for the bond issue and tax in- 
crease after studying, for more 
than a year, the economic and 
other needs of the school system. 

Statement to Board. 

Charles pointed out, in this 
connection, that the Board of 
Education was told last Decem- 
ber that if the advisory commit- 
tee’s recommendations were 
adopted in their “substantial en- 
tirety,” the board would have the 
backing of the citizens. But sup- 
port would not be given to ac- 
tions based on acceptance only 
of the citizen’s recommendations 
for a bond issue and higher tax. 

Although many, but not all, of 
the advisory committee’s recom- 
mendations had been adopted, 
Charles said, the situation has 
changed materially as a result of

the April 3 school: board election. 
Three candidates pledged to 
carry out the advisory group’s 
entire program were elected at 
that time. 

The election of Charles H. 
Christel, Henry O. Whiteside and 
Prof. Frank L. Wright assures St. 
Louisans that all the recom- 
mendations of the advisory com- 
mittee will receive vigorous sup- 
port, Charles said. 

“It also assures the people,” he 
continued, “that the ‘increased 
taxes will be expended for in- 
creased salaries for the teachers 
and increased pensions for all 
school employes and that bond 
issue funds will be used wisely in 
meeting the critical building needs 
of the system. 

“Vital to Democratic Way.’ 

“For these reasons, the im- 
provement committee indorses the 
bond issue and tax increase. We 
hope that the citizens of St. Louis 
will appreciate the fact that a 
good educational system is vital 
to our democratic way of life and 
that they will provide the funds, 
through their votes, to improve 
and expand the public school 
system.” 

By its action, the improvement 
committee joined a growing list 
of school, civic, business, labor 
and other organizations which 
have gone on record as support- 
ing the two propositions. These 
include AFL and CIO central 
bodies, the St. Louis Real Estate 
Board, the League of Women 
Voters and various parent-teach- 
er groups. 

The bond issue, funds from 
which will be used for 17 major 
school building projects, requires 
a two-thirds favorable majority. 

The $1.01 tax levy, 12 cents 
more than the 89-cent rate now 
in effect, will provide higher sal- 
aries for teachers, as well as in- 
creased pension benefits for all 
school employes. It requires a 
simple majority for approval.

In disclosing this in a radio 
broadcast yesterday, Selective 
Service Director Lewis B. Her- 
shey said also that he believed 
the “great mass of college fresh- 
men will assemble freely next fall 
without interference” from the 
draft. 


Educators here said thousands 
of queries have been received 
from students worried by the fact 
that their school terms—and their 
statutory deferment—may end be- 
fore they can take the forthcom- 
ing aptitude test, or before their 

« scholastic grades are out. 

Students who score 70 or better 
in the test, or who are in the 
upper ranks scholastically, may 
be deferred in order to resume 
their education in the fall. How- 
ever, many school terms end be- 
fore the test dates—May 26, June 
16 and June 30—and scholastic 
standings often are not deter- 
mined by colleges for weeks after 
school is out.

WASHINGTON, April 16 (AP) 
-~Senate investigators rate all but 
one of the nation’s basic military 
training camps as being from “ex- 
cellent” to “minimum satisfac- 
tory.” 

The one exception among 16 
basic training centers was the 
Army processing center at Fort 
Knox, Ky. Conditions there were | 
described by a Senate armed | 
services subcommittee as “de- | 
plorable.” | 

The committee, headed by Sen- 
ator Lyndon Johnson (Dem.), 
Texas, made public last night a 
report on its investigation. 

“We are pleased to report that 
generally the services are trying | 
to do a good job,” Johnson said. | 
“Our main purpose in making 
this investigation was to let the 
young men of the nation, their 
parents and all citizens know how 
the services are doing this all- 
important job of transforming 
civilian youths into trained sol- 
diers.” 

Charged “Greedy Grab.” | 

The investigation was made of | 
all recruit training in the Army, | 
Navy, Air Force and Marines | 
after committee investigators ear- | 
lier this year reported unsatisfac- | 
tory conditions in the Air Force | 
training center at Lackland, Tex. | 

A special report on Lackland 
at that time charged that top Air 
Force officials were guilty of a. 
“greedy grab” for thousands of 
volunteers anxious to avoid being 
drafted as Army foot soldiers. 

The new report said investiga- | 
tors, found “inefficient and dis- | 
organized handling” of Army re- | 
cruits at Fort Knox had resulted | 
in a “waste of manpower,” low | 
morale and a high rate of desert- 
ers classed as absent without | 
leave. | 


General Silent. 

Brig. Gen. John C. MacDonald, 
chief of staff at Fort Knox, de- 
clined to discuss the committee’s 
charge. However, he said that 
while the training center was pre- 
pared to handle men at the rate 
of 400 a day, at one time they 
were pouring in at the rate of 
1200. 

The Army has shut off the flow 
of recruits into Fort Knox pend- 
ing a revision of training there. 

Some shortages of doctors and 
nurses were noted in all of the 
services at training centers. 

The Army was reported short 
of weapons, ammunition and 
other training equipment in some 
of its centers. 

All “Well Fed.” 

All the armed forces “are well 
fed,” the investigators found but 
noted that “men from the North- 
ern states sampling Southern- 
style cooking may complain for 
a while, just as Southern states 
men complain about Northern- 
style cooking.” 

In general housing, clothing, 
medical care, recreation and mo- 
rale were found to be good to 
excellent with a few exceptions. 

The committee gave top rating 
to the Marine Corps. The Sen- 
ators said its recruits showed the 
highest morale. The Navy was 
judged a close second. 

Detailed reports on the inves- 
tigation at each of the 16 centers 
was promised later by the sub- 
committee. One of the Army cen- 
ters is at Fort Leonard Wood, Mo.

The Prime Minister neither 
evaded nor refused to answer any 
of the questions I put to him.

Obviously, one of the essential 
features of any world govern- 
ment, or the United Nations, 
must be the prevention of aggres- 
sion by one country over anoth- 
er, one people over another. It 
should also be the promotion, 
actively and positively, of better 
relations between countries, co- 
operation in various branches of 
activity. 

The world as we find it today 
is unbelievably varied, and vari- 
ous parts are very different from 
others.

In the most unlikely 
event that the attempts to reach 
an acceptable settlement with the 
Chinese and their Soviet masters 
now succeed, and the fighting 
ends, Truman will enjoy a great, 
historic triumph. If there is no 
settlement, but the expected 
Communist offensive is held, the 
stalemate on the battlefield will 
be reflected in a stalemate be- 
tween Truman and MacArthur. 


Disaster Possible. 


But if the Communists again 
break through our lines, if this 
time the break-through is suc- 
cessfully exploited, and if our 
forces are seriously endangered, 
then disaster in Korea will be 
disaster also for Truman. For 
then the demand for attacking 
targets in China proper, for us- 
ing Nationalist troops, and for 
fighting the war in *Asia which 
“MacArthur wants will become ir- 
resistible. * 

MacArthur will seem trium- 
phantly vindicated, while Truman 
will appear the architect of na- 
tional disaster. And as both Tru- 
man and MacArthur are certainly 
fully aware, the danger of a suc- 
cessful Communist offensive in 
Korea is now as great as it has 
ever been. The best way to ex- 
plain why the danger is now con- 
sidered so serious is, oddly 
enough, to quote from a report 
cabled from Korea by this re- 
porter’s partner some months 
ago: 

“The recurrent crises {fn the 
fighting here always took the 
form of a great hole being torn 
in our lines, and then being 
stopped by our mobile reserves 
being moved up before the walk- 
ing enemy could exploit the 
break-through. But even two 
enemy intruder fighters, attack- 
ing the interminable lines of our 
transport ... would have been 
enough to produce a 24-hour tan- 
gle. Then the holes in our line 
could not have been stopped in 
time. The break-throughs would 


then have been fully exploited.

Break-throughs Unexploited. 

This pattern has held through- 
out the Korea fighting. Sheer 
weight of manpower has made 
possible numerous Communist 
break-throughs, the most serious 
being the near-defeat after the 
Chinese intervention. But the 
Communist break-throughs have 
never in the end been fully ex- 
ploited, because the Communists 
have lacked sufficient heavy 
weapons and mobility, and above 
all because they have lacked any 
offensive airpower at all. 

This is why reports that the 
Chinese are for the first time re- 
ceiving important quantities of 
heavy weapons and_ transport 
from Soviet Siberian stocks are 
taken with deadly seriousness by 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. But 
what is taken even more seriously 
is the report that an offensive 
Communist air force is now being 
organized. 

This force is believed to consist 
of about 500 Russian fightets and 
light bombers, manned by in- 
tensively trained Chinese and 
North Koreans. Such a force 
could not seriously challenge 
American air superiority. But 
given cloud cover during the Ko- 
rean rainy season, and given the 
interdiction against attacking 
Manchurian bases, our Air Force 
cannot possibly prevent strafings 
and hit-and-run strikes behind 
our lines. And as the paragraph 
quoted above suggests, even a few 
planes strafing the bumper-to- 
bumper lines of American trans- 
port at the climactic moment of a 
battle could have an absolutely 
devastating effect. 

Danger Is Real. 

Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, 
who, rather than MacArthur, has 
actually been in full command of 
the United Nations forces in 
Korea for many weeks, is a bril- 
liant field commander, and his 
troops are more battle-worthy 
than ever before. Yet the danger

NEW YORK, April 16 (AP) 
IVE economists said yester- 
day a rate of inflation in- 
crease greater than 5 per cent 
a year must be regarded as a 
danger signal to the nation. 
The report was issued by the 
Twentieth Century Fund, a non- 
profit foundation for scientific 
research and public education on 
current economic problems. It 
said: “Price inflation implies that 
recognized claims for consump- 
tion, Government use and private 
investment add up to more than 
the available output.” 

An inflation increase of more 
than 5 per cent, they added, reg- 
isters “‘a serious default of Gov- 
ernment in its job of sorting out 
the more urgent claims on out- 
put from the less urgent.” 

The report was prepared for 
the fund by Prof. Albert G. Hart 
of Columbia University. Consult- 
ing with him were John Maurice 
Clark of Columbia, Theodore W, 
Schultz of University of Chicago, 
Arthur Smities of Harvard Uni- 
versity and Donald H. Wallace of 
Princeton University. 

In the report entitled “Defense 
Without Inflation,” the collab- 
orating economists called for ime 
mediate higher taxes and policies 
to restrict the amount of credit 
available, and warned that price 
and wage controls will not solve 
the problem unless they are 
backed by other measures. 

“A tax system appropriate for 
the present emergency must ab- 
sorb a larger part of the total 
national income than did the 
World War II tax system,” they 
said. : 

And they further cautioned that 
“inflation cannot be stopped if 
the pull and haul among groups 
leads into a political logrolling 
operation where Government 
helps each group enlarge its 
money income to match increases 
secured by others.”

Mayor Darst and Taxes 


When it comes to taxation, Mayor Darst is a 
man with a changing mind. He based his pre- 
election campaign on a pledge to get rid of the 
old earnings tax. Then, after gaining office, he 
became involved in bitter strife with Gov. For- 
rest Smith because the Governor would not 
convene a special session of the Legislature to 
renew the earnings tax. 

Another little while, and the Mayor was again 
optimistic about the city’s finances. He felt 
sure that an operating deficit would be avoided. 
But now Mr. Darst is again alarmed. He has 
proposed a new tax on rubbish collections. And 
at his request, Associate City Counselor Charles 
J. Dolan has prepared an extensive list of sug- 
gested sources of additional revenue, including 
a 10 per cent increase in the property tax rate. 

The new clamor from City Hall for extra 
taxes is not without some foundation. True, an 
operating deficit was avoided in the fiscal year 
just ended. Indeed, the city’s cumulative deficit 
was somewhat reduced. This was possible be- 
cause the earnings tax was collected during part 
of the year, and also because of the diversion of 
money from the MacArthur bridge fund and 
from the bond retirement fund to defray general 
running expenses. To some extent, this was 
windfall financing. The diversion from the 
bridge fund, for example, cannot be repeated in 
the current fiscal year. So, after making an 
estimate of expected tax receipts and proposed 
expenditures, the City Hall administration again 
foresees a deficit. 

But this is no reason for a pell-mell rush to 
boost taxes, especially not the property tax rate. 
First of all, an effort should be made to reduce 
muncipal expenditures. Granted that higher 
City Hall and police salaries are warranted by 

the increased cost of living. Nevertheless, 
there are other possibilities for economies. Also, 
some thought should be given to the possibility 
that another year of expected high employment 
and high productivity may bring increased reve- 
nues from the already established tax sources. 

If it becomes apparent that this hope will not 
materialize, thought ought to be given, first of 
all, to a renewal of the earnings tax. This levy 
has one great advantage. It reaches the many, 
many non-residents of St. Louis who do not live 
within the city limits but who earn their liveli- 


se hoods here and who enjoy numerous city serv- 


ices and attractions, ranging from the Express

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Still No Manpower Plan 


Since World War II ended, the United States 
has bumbled along without any consistent mili- 
tary manpower program. Now the House has 
passed a bill which recognizes the immediate 
requirement for an extended draft system, but. 
simply abandons any effort to plan ahead of the 
immediate emergency. 

Even the draft section of the bill is caught in 
some confusion. The Senate had voted to lower 
the draft age to 18 and the House made it 1844. 
The Senate voted’to lengthen terms of service 
to 24 months and the House made it 26. 

As to deferments,; the Senate voted to let 
75,000 students go to college after they had re- 
ceived basic training. Selective Service devised 
a policy to defer many more qualified students. 
The House voted to let local draft boards ignore 
this policy if they wish. These differences 
should be resolved quickly by a conference 
committee. 3 

The great weakness of the House bill is that 
it scuttles Universal Military Training as the 
basis of a long-range manpower program. The 
372-to-44 vote was possible only because the 
House leadership surrendered on this issue to a 
coalition, which wished to deny the President 
authority to establish UMT when the present 
crisis is over. 

Mr. Truman cannot be absolved of all blame 
in this situation, since he told Congress last Au- 
gust to shelve UMT on grounds it was not im- 
mediately necessary. If the House now has its 
way, there will be more debate, presumably next 
year, and Congress would have to pass another 
law to authorize UMT. Meanwhile millions of 
young men will be left in doubt as to their mili- 
tary futures, and the nation will be left without 
any system for training reserves. 

In 10 years we have entered two wars without 
sufficient military reserve strength, so the need 
for UMT is apparent enough. And UMT is re- 
quired for something more: to convince aggres- 
sors that they cannot count on our unprepared- 
ness, and to convince allies that they can count 
on our certain military help. 

The House bill is just another sample of what 
Bernard Baruch called “the tragic blowing hot 
and cold in national defense, the alternating 
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Highway to the City Art Museum and the Forest 
Park zoo. Such a tax, especially on a graduated 
basis, certainly seems preferable to an increase 
in the property tax rates. 

There is no call, however, for hasty action. 
There has been enough blowing hot and blowing 
cold about the city’s financial status. The first 
thing to do is to get a clear picture of what may 
really be expected in the year just started. If 
need be, Mayor Darst might follow the example 
of former Mayor Kaufmann in seeking the coun- 
sel of'a Citizens’ Tax Committee. Meanwhile, 
little. good will be accomplished by sounding 
loud alarms.

The unprecedented difficulties which he 
faced and his determination, in spite of them, to 
preserve both peace and honor have been set 
forth at length. 

What seems even more impressive at the 
moment is the social span covered by Ernest 
Bevin’s career. It was a long, long way from 
the farm on which he worked as an 8-year-old 
orphan to the begrimed dignity of Whitehall. 
And it did not lead through the usual schools, 
universities and diplomatic assignments. Nor 
was Ernest Bevin the beneficiary of the patron- 
age of those more favorably placed. 

Most of his career was given over to the 
business of making a bare living the hard way, 
and then to the trade union activities through 
which he sought to make this a little easier for 
his kind. Nor was he a flamboyant, meteoric 
rebel of the left, a man from whom one would 
expect the sensational. He was, on the con- 
trary, a slow, conservative builder, believing 
that solid foundations could be built only 
through slowly achieved understanding. Thus, 
he built up the big Transport Workers Union, 
and thus he came, first, into Mr. Churchill's 
cabinet, and then into Mr. Attlee’s. 

In a considerable part of the world, such & 
career still is beyond belief. That it was possi- 
ble for Ernest Bevin—and that it is possible 
for others like him in Great Britain and also in 
the United States—is the ultimate answer to 
those who have too little faith im democrarcy, 
those who are inclined td believe that equality 
of opportunity is a matter of oratory rather than 
of life as it is lived. 
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Reminder on Cut-Rate Ballots 


April 16 was the date set for another hearing 
of the State Senatorial Redistricting Corftmission 
in Jefferson City, and the Governmental Re- 
search Institute has just released figures which 
would show the commission, or anyone else, how 
unfairly the big cities are represented in the 
Missouri Senate. 

On a strict average, each senatorial district 
would ‘have 116,313 persons. The Constitution 
allows a 25 per cent deviation from this figure. 
But St. Louis county's two districts missed this 
average by 74 per cent, because of the surpris- 
ing growth of population there. Urban areas 
are generally 19 per cent under-represented and 
rural areas 12 per cent over-represented. St.

For- 
mosa, having an increased population of 
Chinese Nationalist soldiers and refugees 
from the mainland, cannot afford to ex- 
port much of its rice. French Indochina 
and Burma are not producing as much rice 
as formerly because of their internal strife. 
Siam is the only one of the five countries 
that comes up to the prewar standard of 
rice production. At the same time, almost 
all other Asiatic countries, like Japan, need 
to import rice. Japan must compete with 
China, Malaya, Indonesia and India for 
the rice it imports. 


China Cuts off Exports 


The loss of these rice markets has been 
made still more serious bythe loss of the 
soy beans which were formerly imported 
from Manchuria. For a short while after 
taking Manchuria under ol the Chi- 
nese Communists continued to supply Jap- 
an with soy beans, in exchange for manu- 
factured goods, but they have now stopped 
this export. 

To earn the money to pay for the goods 
which it must import, Japan must sel 
manufactured goods to other countries. But 
Japan has not many raw materials for man- 
ufacture to speak of except raw silk, most 
of which is exported as raw silk and sold 
chiefly in the United States. It brings in 
less money than Japan has té pay for 
American cotton. To manufacture most of 
the goods it exports, Japan is compelled 
to import raw materials. It imports cotton 
and petroleum from the United States, iron 
ore and coking coal from China. 


Biggest Customer Lost 


Japanese manufactories make textiles, 
piece goods, hardwares, machinery and 
sundries. These wares are sold principally 
in the Orient. China was Japan’s biggest 
customer before.the Communist regime 
took over there, and even afterward im- 
ported some Japanese goods through the 
British crown colony of Hongkong. 


China is not the only market Japan has 
lost. India, which used to be a good cus- 
tomer for Japanese textiles, is now man- 


The Soviet Union and China are 80 near; 
and the United States seems so far away 
beyond the Pacific ocean. And Japan can- 
not help but see the reality of Korea. 

The problem of the peace treaty is the 
same for Japan as it is for the United 
States, how to match the principle to the 
reality, or the reality to the principle. 

As for rearming Japan, here are at least 
two stumbling blocks in the mind of the 
Japanese. One is the Japanese constitu- 
tion, which is highly praised as the most 
democratic model, not only by the Japa- 
nese but also by other peace-loving na- 
tions. It forbids any armament whatsoever, 
and also forbids any war. The Japanese 
people are determined to become a demo- 
cratic nation. They are afraid that if they 
changé the -constitution they might lose 
sight of democracy again. 


Problems of Mind and Will 


The other stumbling block is the pres- 
ence af about 200,000 purgees who were 
not allowed to take public offices and cer- 
tain positions in business. Some of them 
may deserve their fates, but others are only 
those who followed the leaders during the 
war, and still some others are those who 
acted on patriotic motives. They create a 
kind of guilt-consciousness and war-phobia 
among thé Japanese people. And in every- 
day life the Japanese sees many cases of 
war-injured, war-widows, and war orphans 
not taken care of. 

All these situations tend to diminish the 
will to stand up against national crisis. 

The problem of rearmament is the prob- 
lem of the mind and will of the Japanese. 
And the Japanese does not know yet that 
de is worth defending with his own 
blood. So at least the Japanese must learn 
that his present life is worth defending.

TWO PHOTOS FOUND 
OF HOME, TOMB OF 
WASHINGTON IN 1850 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) - 


Two photographs found in a 
farmhouse attic near Hermann, 
Mo., have proved to be the earli- 
est known pictures af George 
Washington’s home and tomb at 
Mount Vernon, Va., it was an- 
nounced yesterday by Charles 
van Ravenswaay, director of the 
Missouri Historical Society. 

The pictures, dated July 1850, 
were credited to Frederick and 
William Langenheim, pioneer 
Philadelphia photographers. Their 
authenticity has been verified by 
Charles C. Wall, superintendent 
of Mount Vernon, who said the 
next oldest photographs of the 
historical shrine are 1854 views 
owned by the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. 

The photograph of the Wash- 
ington home shows the front of 
the pbuilding rather than the 
columned river side, which is the 
familiar view of Mount Vernon. 
Props appear to be holding up 
the two chimneys and a crude 
fence stretches across the lawn. 
The tomb is shown surrounded 
by weeds.

INTERNATIONAL PRESS 
INSTITUTE ASSURED 


Ford, Rockefeller Foundations 
Pledge Funds to Set Up 
Organization. 


NEW YORK, April 16 (AP)—An 
international press institute, in 
the making since early 1949, has 
been assured by grants from the 


Ford and Rockefeller Foundations, 
it was announced last night by 
Lester Markel, Sunday editor of 
the New York Times. 


Markel first proposed forma- 
tion of such an institute at the 
annual meeting of the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors in 
April 1949, and has headed a 
committee to lay groundwork for 
it. He said $150,000 had been set 
aside for it by the Ford Founda- 
tion, and $120,000 by the Rocke- 
feller Foundation. 


The institute, he said, will be 
set up for a trial period of three 
years. If it proves successful, 
its work will be continued per- 
manently, with member news- 
papers taking over its financial 
support. 

Markel said the institute will 
have these purposes: 

Furtherance and safeguard- 
ing of freedom of the press, in- 
cluding free access to the news, 
free expression of views, and 
free publication. 

Achievement of understand- 
ing among editors as a means 
toward understanding among 
peoples. 

Promotion of free exchange of 
accurate and balanced news 
among nations. 

Improvement of the practices 
of journalism.

When you talk about Commu- 
nism you must distinguish be-

McKibbin didn’t say when 
this flood of appliances would 
rush to market—in three years, 
five years, or 10 years. He 
merely said in the years ahead 
the electrical industry would 
have a tremendous selling job 
just to keep busy. 

In a sense, Stalin is calling 
America’s economic tune. We're 
tooling up for him. If he makes 
peace, he can let us down—not 
gently, but suddenly. All this, 
fortunately, is well known. And 
to boot, the depression 1930s are 
well remembered. 

Most business men and bankers 
are still concerned about over- 
speculation in inventories and 
securities. Not until we're sure 
that a new era of permanent 
boom has arrived do we need 
worry about a full-blown depres- 
sion. What you’re prepared for, 
what you’re worrying about, sel- 
dom happens as expected. 

The danger now is that the 
present lull in inflation will cause 
us to forget it.

U.S. MARINES LAND 
ON MALTA BEACHES 
IN NAVY MANEUVERS 


VALLETTA, Malta, April 16 
(UP)—Twelve waves of American 
Marines landed on Malta’s beaches 
this morning in a simulated inva- 
sion which was one phase of Medi- 
terranean exercises of the United 
States Sixth Fleet. 

The Leathernecks hit the 
beaches from one of the strong- 
est peacetime fleets the United 
States ever has assembled in the 
Meditzrranean. The tieet num- 
bered about 70 vessels, including 
two of the world’s largest aircraft 
carriers. The British have a fleet 
of 40 warships in the Mediter- 
ranean. 

The Marines pushed on into the 
northwest corner of the island, a 
British colony and main base for 
the British Mediterranean fleet.

The tools go back 8000 years, 
while skeletons in the same cave 
—ijin: northern Iran on the Caspi- 
an sea—are believed to be about 
30,000 years old, the informant 
was told. The discovery was made 
about two weeks ago by a group 
of scientists from the University 
of Pennsylvania. They are headed 
by Dr. Carleton Coon, curator of 
the Mediterranean and Far East- 
ern section of the _ university’s 
museum. 

The cave may help prove that 
the Iranian shores of the Caspian 
were the origin point of civiliza- 
tion. The area is near an exten- 
sion of the Asiatic steppes, on a 
path of traditional migrations and 
conquests, and is about 30 miles 
from the Iranian-Soviet frontier.

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East Europe’s Reds Put ‘Wire’ 
In Wireless to Muffle West Radio 


Loudspeakers Connected to Central Point 


Rented to Listeners—Only Communist 
Broadcasts Heard. 


By RICHARD O’REGAN 
VIENNA, April 16 (AP) — East 
Europe’s Communist governments 
are putting the “wire” back into 
the wireless radio to stop’ secret 
listening to Western broadcasts. 
“Radio by wire” is the latest 


attempt of the Red governments 
in Hungary, Romania and Bul- 
garia to muffle the Voice of 
America, Radio Free Europe and 
the British Broadcasting Corp. 

Under this system, instead of 
buying a radio, you rent a loud- 
speaker for a small monthly sum. 
It is connected by wire to a cen- 
tral point in your town and you 
get only the local Communist 
program. 

In Hundreds of Villages. 

The Hungarian press says “ra- 
dio by wire” is being installed in 
hundreds of villages where homes 
have no electricity. Nine of Hun- 
gary’s largest cities also are build- 
ing a network of outlets in work- 
ers homes. 

In Bulgaria, more than 40,000 
central points from where govern- 
ment programs are relayed to in- 
dividual homes have been set up, 
the newspaper Rabotnitschesko 
Delo says. 

Western radio experts in Vien- 
na said the big Communist cam- 
paign to install “radio by wire” 
apparently was due to the effec- 
tiveness of the “Voice” and other 
Western programs beamed to 
Communist Europe. 

Newspaper and diplomatic re- 
ports from the Balkans indicate 
the Communists also are using 
other methods to forestall anyone 
listening to Western programs. 

As far as is known here, “peo- 
os radios” are the only type now 

ing constructed in the Balkans. 
These receive only local stations. 
_ Western diplomats in Hungary 


report that when they send their 
own radios to repair shops they 
liminate 


programs. 

“It is to be supposed,” a west- 
ern official said, “the same thing 
happens tto the radios owned by 
the local people.” 

It is not yet a criminal offense 
in the Balkans to listen to west- 
ern broadcasts, but by one meth- 
od and another the Communist 
Governments are tracking down 
owners of snort-wave radios. 

When they are located, the 
Communists “offer to remove the 
short-wave bands free of charge,” 
a western diplomat said. “If you 
don’t agree, you are a marked 
man.” 

For those who still refuse to 
give up their short-wave listening 
a giant new jamming station is 
reported being built on Soviet 
orders at Diosd in Hungary. 


Evidently Urgent. 


From the Communist point of 
view, all these measures must be 
urgent if the Balkan press is an 
indication. Newspapers in all 
southeast European countries have 
been taking great pains to deny 
Western broadcasts point by point 
in scorching language. 

When, for instance, the Voice 
of America singled out a group 
of women workers at a Bucharest 
factory to detail their working 
conditions, the Romanian Govern- 
ment newspaper Scanteia sought 
the women out, carried their pic- 
tures and obtained statements 
from them saying: “You lied, 
Voice of America.” 

But no matter what the Com- 
munist governments do, they ap- 
parently cannot obtain perfect 
“thought control” over radio lis- 
teners. In Bulgaria, a newspaper 
complained: 

“In Pleven, the city radio has

It is quite true that the British 
Commonwealth had for a time a 
strong contingent of troops, and 
some Australians are still present, ° 
but there have never been any 
Russian, Chinese, French or other 
armies in Japan. If any such had 
arrived in the early days they 
would have been under Mac- 
Arthur’s orders as Supreme Com- 
mander, and rather than accept 
this the Russians (and the Chi- 
nese also) preferred not to send 
any troops at all. Similarly, on 
the civilian side, the whole work- 
ing force of SCAP is American.

When SCAP gets an instruc- 
tion from the FEC the procedure 
is somewhat as follows.

THEATER is a nice, folksy little account of the experi- 
neces of a circuit rider minister in the Northern Georgia 
hill country, and his wife.

NOTHER body aside from the 
A FEC was set up by the Moscow 

Conference ;this, known as the 
Allied Council, meets in Tokyo. It 
has four members; the United 
States, the Soviet Union, China, 
and one representing jointly the 
United Kingdom, Australia, New 
Zealand and India. Its function, 
as originally designed, was to con- 
sult and advise with SCAP on the 
spot, in reference to decisions 
made by the FEC; MacArthur was 
supposed to call it into consulta- 
tion on any important matter. Of 
course he has never done so. He 
addressed the first meeting as the 
American member, saying in ef- 
fect that he was happy to have 
the Council’s advice, but would 
retain his power as sole executive, 
and has never attended a session 
since. 

When the great directive of 
Aug. 29, 1945, was drawn up in 
Washington, MacArthur was in- 
timately consulted. Emissaries 
even flew out to Manila bearing 
drafts for his scrutiny before 
Truman signed it. But in the ne- 
gotiations preceding the Moscow 
meeting and the formation of the 
FEC and Allied Council, MacAr- 
thur was not consulted at all. 

He informed Secretary Byrnes 
some six weeks before the Mos- 
cow meeting that the proposed 
plan for administering Japan 
through a four-nation council 

, in his opinion, “‘not accept- 
able.” 

Thereafter Byrnes ceased all 
communication with him, and 
MacArthur’s spokesman an- 
nounced tartly later, “Gen. Mac- 
Arthur never received any infor- 
mation from the Moscow Confer- 
ence during the meeting and did 
not even know that Japan was 
being discussed until he saw it 
announced in the daily press.” 

This cannot be strictly true; 
everybody knew that the main 
purpose of the Moscow Confer- 
ence was to discuss Japan. Mac- 
Arthur’s comments were so sharp 
that serious observers discussed 
whether or not he would resign 
as Supreme Commander. 

But he did not resign. He 
concealed his bitterness and

The minutes of the previous 
meeting were approved, and 
since there were no procedural 
matters on the agenda the meet- 
ing was adjourned. The official 
report notes soberly that the ses- 
sion opened at 10:03 a.m. and 
closed at 10:04. 

Some of the British do not 
like these methods, even though 
their net effect, by strangling the 
Council, is to strangle the Rus- 
sians, too. A former British mem- 
ber of the council has written 
that MacArthur “treated the 
council with frivolous derision,” 
and I heard one important Eng- 
lishman say, “MacArthur cannot 
stand to take advice. It is his 
greatest defect that he has to do 
everything alone.”
